tions before United S tates 
Commis­ 
sioner Raymond F. Topper 
charging 
nine 
persons 
with 
exceeding 
the 
speed limit. None of the offenders re­ 
sides in Gettysburg. 
All of the offenses are said to have 
been committed at hours 
when 
the 
regular guards were supposed to have 
gone off duty. The night patrol of the 
avenues or other special 
officers 
de­ 
tected the violations, however, which 
in every instance were most flagrant. 
The speed 
attained 
was 
from 
20 
miles to 50 miles an hour, the motor­ 
ists converting the park 
roads 
into 
regular speedways. 
The 
avenues at 
places show signs of the wear, given 
them by

speeding 
and 
every 
effort will lie put forth to stop a con­ 
tinuation of the practice. 
It is stated tin t for some
